A la rg e crow d a ss e m ble d iu the c rim ina l 
cou rt tliis momine:, as it w as announced tha t 
the ju ry in the W ills-S m ith m u rd er case had ar­ 
rived a t a verdict. 
At 10:30 o’clock Ju d g e 
W hite took his seat and ordered the m arshal to 
bring in the ju ry. T he ju ry filed in looking tired 
and w orn from the ir nig ht’s vigil. Ju d g e W hite 
asked if they had arrived a t a verdict. 
The fore­ 
m an, Sam uel G aines, answ ered: “W ehave,” and 
proceeded to read the follow ing: “We, the jury, 
find the d efend ant not g u ilty.” On the reading 
of the verd ict a m u rm u r of approval ran through 
the cou rt room, w hich Judtje W hite sum m arily 
stopped by rapping on hts desk. 
W ills w'as not 
present w hen the verd ict was announced, but 
rem ained in the m arshal’s room. 
W hen he re ­ 
ceived the news, the tears sprang to his eves and 
he exclaim ed : “T hank God, for tha t! I did not 
inte nd to kill S m ith.” 
I t is reported tha t the ju ry balloted thirtv- 
four tim es, the first ballot stand ing eig ht to 
four 
for 
conviction 
of 
m u rd er 
in 
the second degree. 
A fter break fast this m orn­ 
ing the ju rj' ballotted again, the vote stand ing 
11 to 1 for acq u ittal. The recalcitrant ju ror Avas 
brou cht over on the fifth ballot a fter breakfast. 
D uring the entire tim e a g reat deal of sinvi)athy 
was 
m anifested 
for 
Wlll.s, 
as 
lie 
has 
heretolore borne an unreproachable repu tation, 
and as S m ith was sliown to be som ew hat of a 
row dy and as the quarrel w hich lead to his death 
w as brought about by his own act. 
The addr.'ss 
of Colonel 
WolTord 
last 
nig ht 
w rought a 
g reat 
effect 
upon 
the 
ju ry and Is said 
to have been one of the m ost eloquent pleas 
ever m ade In this city. 
The tria l of W ill.son 
the second ind ictm ent for felonious assau lt is 
se t for the la tte r pa rt of the term . 
W ills has al­ 
ready pleaded g u ilty to the charge. 
A fter W'llls had been acq u itte d this m orning 
he was cong ratu lated by his friends w hom he 
m et a t alm ost every step from the cou rt room 
along M ain s trw 4 to F ou rth street. 
At this 
point the crowds 
y ^ ic h w as very large, was seen 
to e nte r a saloon and the clashing of glasses 
ccmld be heard half a block away, 
"W ills shou ld n’t have been held to answ'cr to 
tha t charge,” said a citizen to A ssiBtaut P rose­ 
cu ting A ttorney Cowherd a t the city hall, this 
mornlncf, 
“I think so m yself," was the reply of 
M ajor W oodson’s assistant. 


H istory of t!ie S hooting . 
Henry Smith and James Cameron, both 
_ colored, entered W ills's saloon about 5 o’clock on 
the afternoon of April 5 last. 
They called for 
tw o glasses of beer, and S m ith placed his glass 
over a 5-cent piece w hich lay on the counter. 
T he bartender, a m an nam ed P orter, saw this 
m ovem ent, and charged S m ith w ith a tte m pting 
to steal the nickel. 
The la tte r denied the 
charge, 
a t the 
sam e 
tim e 
strik ing over 
the bar a t Porter, who dodged the blow and 
cam e 
from behind the bar. 
He ordered S m ith 
ou t of the 
house. Cam eron had already left. 
S m ith refused to go and the bar-te nd e r threw a 
glass at him which broke a large ])late glass w in­ 
dow’ and w hich so exasperated W ills, who had 
sat (juietly in the rear of the saloon up to tha t 
tim e, tha t he arose and told Sm ith to leave in­ 
stantly. The negro again refui^ed and defied 
both 
W ills 
au d 
Porter. 
“I'll 
m ake 
him 
go,” 
said 
the 
latter, 
and 
he 
tt>ok 
a 
heavy 
cane 
from 
behind 
the 
bar. B oth P orter and S m ith then w ent ou tsid e 
the door and the la tte r took the cane 
away 
from the bartend er and knocked him dowii. 
\> ills w ent to the door and looked out, then re ­ 
tu rned , w’e nt u pstairs, obtained a pistol and pu t 
it in his pocket. He then w ent ou t and pulled 
Sm ith from P orter. 
As the negro arose he raised 
the cane as if to strik e W ills, w hen the saloon­ 
keeper pulled the pistol and shot him in the 
head. Sm ith died in about thirty m inu tes w ith­ 
out m ak.ng a statem ent. 
The locality iu w hich the shooting occurred is 
thick ly populated w ith the colored race and a 
large num ber of 
negroes gathered around the 
scene of the shooting. T here 
w ere 
talk s of 
lynching, bu t there was a lack of leaders. 
W ills 
locked the doors of the saloon, bu t felt unsafe 
there and left the place by the back door. 
He 
jum ped 
into 
a 
buggy 
in the stre e t and 
w as 
abou t 
to 
drive 
to 
the 
central 
police station w hen C aptain N ew gent arrived 
and took him in cliartre. 
A tew days later an 
Inq u est w’as held bu t the coroner's ju ry d isa­ 
greed. four of them being in favor of recom ­ 
m ending tha t W ills be held and tw o against, 
A prelim inarv exam in.atlon was held before 
Ju stic e W orthon, and W ills w as held to aw ait 
the action of the grand jury. 
He irave .$ 5,tMH> 
bond 
and 
an 
ind ictm ent 
for 
m u nlor 
in the second degree w as found ag ainst him. 
The colored people were very ind ig nant, and a 
m ovem ent, headed by the G arrison league, to 
raise fu nd s for the prosecution of W ills was 
pughed w ith vigor and a handsom e sum paid to 
Colonel W aters, who assisted in the prosecu­ 
tion.

In 
his finding of fact Ju d g e 
Slover entirely 
exonerates the county court from all siniste r 
pu rposes; and, furtherm ore, found that the se ­ 
lection of the F ifth and Oak stre ets sitew as not 
an im proper one nor m ade from selfish m otives. 
B u t for the sake of liaving the suprem e court 
pass upon the question, he m ade the tem porary 
j Injunction perpetual.

Three quarters of an hour from town by the ele­ 
vated road to On e H un d red aud Twen ty -fifth 
street; then ce by cable road aion g Ten th aven ue 
for a little more than half an hour to On e H un ­ 
d red an d Seven ty -fifth street; tiiere the visitors 
foun d carriages waitin g to take them to the 
groun d s on Kin gbrid ge road , d istan t about ten 
m in utes walkin g time. The house is approached 
by a win d in g d riveway through a forest. It is 
situated on a high bluff overlookin g the Hud son 
an d the Palisad es, an d the exten sive lawn is 
covered by trees.

A large pavillion had been erected at 
the foot of the slope in the lawn . Three sid es 
were surroun d ed with can vas an d was d ecorated 
after the Con ey Islan d sty le with rough an d 
ugly pain tin gs of scen es from the Mother Goose 
epics. A gran d pian o stood at on e corn er of the 
groun d an d several violin ists were 
grouped 
about it. The aud ien ce scattered itself about 
the lawn , some of the lad ies sittin g in ; camp 
chairs, m ost of them stan d in g. A clothes lin e 
stretched across the lawn about tw en ty feet in 
fron t of the pavillion preven ted the eager spec­ 
tators from gettin g so n ear as to obscure the 
feet or the d an cers. 
The Mother Goose people came troopin g in to 
the music of the Bocaccio march. They skipped 
alon g in d ouble file, hold in g on e an other bv the 
han d .

Colonel Theodore S. 
Case has in his 
possession a d ocum en t th at can n ot fail to prove 
in terestin g to the resid en ts of Kan sas City n ow 
an d for all tim e to come. 
It is a copy of n otioe 
of sale of the lan d which forms the site of the 
origin al town . 
It was published in the Fa r 
of Liberty , Mo., an d the Misso uri Rep ub ­ 
lica n, of St. Louis, by ord er of the circuit court 
of Jackson coun ty , sittin g at In d epen d en ce, at 
the August term , 1838. The tract con tain ed 
‘268 acres situated between the river an d In d e­ 
pen d en ce aven ue an d Cherry street an d Broad ­ 
way . It belon ged to an estate an d in ord er that 
each heir m ight obtain his share the court or­ 
d ered the lan d sold . The purchasers were W il­ 
liam L. Sublette, John C. McCoy , W illiam Gillis, 
Robert Campbell an d others, an d the price paid 
was $-1,220. These gen tlem en had a short tim e 
previous to the sale formed an association , 
which was kn own as the “Town Site com pan y . 
L ater on they had the tract platted an d in as 
humble an d un preten tious way began lay in g the 
foun d ation s of the great an d prosperous Kan sas 
City of to-d ay . After givin g a techn ical d escrip­ 
tion of tlie tract the d ocum en t read s as follows: 
“Tlio atiovo men tion ed lan d s are situated in tho 
Coun ty of Jackson an d on e an d on e-half miles be­ 
low tho Kan sas river an d five miles below the ilour- 
isin s town of Westport. Tho situation is ad mir­ 
ably e d culatod for a ferry across the Missouri riv­ 
er, an d also ouo of tho boat steamboat lan d in gs on 
the river, an d an excellen t situation for a ware­ 
house or town site. 
“Tlie terms of » ale will be a cred it of twelve 
mon ths, the purchaser givin g bon d aud approved 
security with in terest at the rate of 10 per cen t from 
the a ay of sale. 
“All those wiahin gto in vest capital ad aan tageous- 
Iv in lan d ed estate will d o well to call aud examin o 
tho premises. 
“Person a livin g at a d istan co wishin g to view tho 
above lan d will call on Jamos H. MeGeo, who is 
guard ian for the heirs.

Colon el Case has also a copy of the origin al 
survey of West Kan sas City , Mo., mad e in 1857 
by M artin O. Jon es, at th a t tim e coun ty sur­ 
vey or. 
No streets or alley s appear upon the 
map, but there are a n um ber of tracts of lan e» , 
some of which were used for farm in g purposes, 
which bear the n am es of the own ers. At the 
poin t wd iere the Kaw em ptied its waters in to the 
Missouri river were two tracts, which, man y 
y ears ago, succumbed to the erosive force of the 
“Big M ud d y ” an d d isappeared from view. They 
belon ged to Mr. McDan iels an d Mrs. Lucas. Tho 
town seemed to be in those d ay s in habited al­ 
m ost en tirely by Fren ch people, for on the map 
are the n ames 
Philabert, F em er, Etue, L i 
Guthrie, Turgeou, Barbaran . En n eau an d Mer- 
cier. The lan d s which they own ed , an d which 
were theu con sid ered of little value, are n ow oc­ 
cupied by packin g houses, the Un ion an d sev­ 
eral freight d epots, hotels, railroad tracks aud 
the homes of thousan d s of well-to-d o people.

A b stract of A n d rew C arn eg ie’s E p istle to 
J o h n M orley an d Jo se p h C ham berlain . 
From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 
Henry Phipps, J r., yesterday received a copy 
of the Pa ll J fa il Ga zette containing Andrew 
Carnegie’s open letter to his old friends, J oseph 
Chamberlain and J ohn Morley, an abstract of 
which was cabled to the 
J J is/>a t^/i 
some days 
ago. 
Mr. Carnegie, in the letter, says that when 
last he met the two they were tho closest of 
friends and political allies, and regrets now to 
find them in different camps utterly opposed to 
each other. 
He writes as one able to seo the 
points of difference dispassionately, because so 
far removed from the smoke and Iieat of con­ 
flict. 
He is, he says, in favor of homo rule, but 
could not have voted for the home rule measure, 
lie reduces tlie difference between them to four 
points, as follows: 
“ The supremacy of tho Imperial Parliament 
over any assembly granted to Ireland.” 
“ Ireland must be properly represented in tho 
Imperial Parliament as England, Scotland and 
Wales are represented.” 
“ The administration of justice and the preser­ 
vation of order must remain with the Imperial 
Parliament” 
“ Ulster must be treated separately from the 
other provinces. ” 
The securing of the first Carnegie counts as 
of vital importance to Ireland, as well as En­ 
gland. 
The second, as an American, Mr. C&r- 
thiuks is of as vital importance as tlie first. 
“ Taxation without representation is tyranny,” 
lie says, and there can bo “ no true Imperial Ln- 
ion if Ireland be not a part of the Imperial Pow­ 
er at Westminster.” 
Mr. Carnegie argues of the third and fourth 
points, that “ the essence of all government lies 
n^he power behind the forms to judge between 
cmzens and maintain order. The duty of main­ 
taining order in the States lies first with tho 
State, and if this were not sufficient, the Gener­ 
al Government cau then be appealed to. 
The letter is as clear-cut and pretty nearly as 
American as the Declaration ol Independence 
and will at least be l’ead with interest by Mr. 
Carnegie's many friends. •
